Instead he drew himself up to his 
full height, looked the president steadily 
in the eye for the space of a second, and 
then said: 

“So you are James Buchanan, of Penn- 
sylyania, president of the United States?” 

The president smiled blandly and nodded 
pleasantly. 

“Well, I am ‘Bob’ Stewart,” continued 
the governor. “ ‘Bob’ Stewart, governor of 
the state of Missouri, never shook the two 
fingers of any man.” 

President Buchanan melted. He not 
only extended his full hand and grasped 
that of the Missourian in a hearty hand- 
shake, but he fairly embraced. Stew- 
art. The incident cemented a life friend- 


ship.

END OF THE MODDLE IN KANSAS 


The Populists Obey the Decision of. 7. 


the Court, 
AND ANSWER TO THE ROLL CALL. 


There Was No Demonstration at the Sur- 
render-It Was Attempted but 
Promptly Suppressed. 


Topeka, Kas., February 28.—(Special.) 
The double-headed legislature of Kansas 
at last has come to an end. The populist 
contingent after a hard die has succumbed 
to the inevitable. Although wild with rage 
there was found no recourse from the ~«- 
dict of the court and at 9 o'clock this 
morning the entire populist faction marched 
into the representative hall. 

The band was headed by Populist Speak- 
er Semple and by ex-Sergeant-at-Arms 
Richo, who carried a large flag. The re- 
publican victors gave no demonstration. 
All the populists answered the roll call. 
There were two protests entered, which 
Were read and spread on the minutes, 
proving to be tirades against the tu- 
preme court and its decision. Upon de- 
bating these protests with abusive 
denunciation, several af the protesters 
were rapped to order. Finally, however, 
toleration was voted to as many as clivse 
to air themselves on the decision. 

The populists now boast harder than ever 
what they will do and what will be the out- 
come of the next local campaign, but they 
all preferred to take their seats now rather 
than have them declared vacant or run 
the risk of reindorsement at the polls. So 
they submit doggedly and join the republi- 
cans and democrats in the legal house. 

The populist party of Kansas has lost 
heavily in the fight. The resolutions which 
would have unseated all populists who failed 
to return today were generously extended 
three days by the victors, although the senti- 
ments against the further humoring of the 
populists was strong. 

It is now generally agreed that Hon. 
John H. Martin will be allowed to retain 
his seat in the senate. The republican 
house would gladly support a straight-out 
democrat against him, but the democratic 
members are too well satisfied to undertake 
another election with its attendent risks 
and consequently refuse co-operation. So 
talk of a challenge has been dropped, be- 
sides all parties are eager for peace at the 
capitol. 


MAY PROVE A FAILURE. . 


Unless Congress Acts at Once—The Colum- 
_ Dian Naval. Review. 

Washington, February 28.—The contro- 
versy in congress over the appropriation of 
$300,000 for the Columbus naval display 
in the Hampton roads and in New York 
harbor next April and the consequent un- 
certainty regarding the affaiy has caused 
several of the great naval powers of the 
world to delay the acceptance of the invi- 
tation to take. the part extended them: by 
this country. A number of.inquiries, of- 
ficial and otherwise, have been addressed to 
the navy department relative to the status 
of the matter in congress and it is under- 
stood that representation from many coun- 
tries in the review will be dependent on 
the amount of money placed at the disposal 
of the navy department for conducting the 
ceremonies. Saturday last the state de- 
partment made inquiries by cable of the 
governments of France, Russia, Austria, 
Germany, Greece and Turkey as to their 
decision with regard to the invitation of 
the United States and only one reply has 
been received and that was from Russia, 
which has accepted and signified its in- 
tention of sending three vessels in command 
of a vice admiral. France had previously 
acknowledged the receipt of the invitation, 
but had taken no action upon it, while the 
other four countries have ignored it alto- 
gether. The British government has _ ac- 
cepted, but has not yet decided how many 
vessels will be sent. 

It is understood that a number of other 
countries are awaiting the action of con- 
gress to determine the character of vessels 
that they will designate to represent them. 

The navy department has been given to 
understand unofficially that several govern- 
ments will take little interest in the review 
and send a very meagre representation if 
congress should fail to make provision ad- 
equate for an affair commensurate with the 
dignity of the countries concerned. Several 
of the legations of foreign countries in 
Washington have received orders to cable 
immediately when a final disposition is 
made of the appropriation. The delay of 
congress 1s causing some uneasiness in naval 
circles and many of the officers are inclined 
to believe that the affair will prove a fiz- 
zle if speedy action is not taken. 


CHIPPING IN FOR M’KINLEY, 


The Dollar Contribution Scheme Meets with 
Approval. 

Chicago,- February 28,—Trustee H. H. 
Kohlsaat has practically decided to stop 
opposing the wishes of Major’ McKinley's 
friends and to receive whatever fund they 
may decide to send toward paying the 
$95,000worth of liabilities of the unfortunate 
and. deceived governor of Ohio. The $1 
coutribution scheme met with almost up- 
rorious approval in the major’s own state. 
The trustee is receiving dollars by mail 
and at first being opposed to the plan he 
sent One man’s contribution back. There- 
upon the contributor returned the money 
with the pertinent question as to Kolsaat’s 
authority to reject the tokem of esteem. 
So many have now endorsed the thing that 
further objection will probably be waived.

Democrats, with Populist / ta ‘Prevent an 
Executive Session. 
Washington, February 28.—The naval 
appropriation bill was taken, up in the senate, 
the amendments reported from the commit- 
tee on appropriations being first acted upon. 


he amendment appropriating $300,000 for 

naval review was on after a 
somewhat caustic criticism of the Villard 
petition for money to entertain foreign dig- 
nitaries in New York. The words “or so 
much thereof as may necessary,’ were 
added to the amendment. 

The next point which provoked discussion 
was the provision, contained in the same par- 
agraph, limiting the number of enlisted men 
in the navy to 9,000. 

A motion to strike out the limitation pro- 
vision was rejected—yeas, ; nays, 26. 

The whole amendment was then agr 
to; as was also the next amendment _Ap- 
propriating $6,800 for expenses in- 
cident to the naval reviéw. The amendment 
for the construction of light-draft pro- 
tected gunboats, inst of one as pro- 
vided in the bill, was agreed to without 
question. 

This completed the action of the amend- 
ments reported by the committee on ap- 
propriations, and general amefdments were 
then in order.

STEVENSON’S ARRIVAL YESTERDAY. 


A: Large Crowd Meets Him at the Depot 
in Washington— Preparations for 
the Inaugural Ceremonies. 


Lakewood, N. J., February 28.—Mr. 
Cleveland announced this evening the de- 
tails of his journey to Washington. He 
will make the trip Thursday, leaving Lake- 
wood shortly afternoon, and arriving in 
Washington about 6:30 o’clock in the even- 
ing.

Treasurer Clement’s Bond. 


Mr. J. Clayton Clements, of Towns, Ga., 
who was recently elected treasurer of the 
Georgia State Agricultural Society, vice 
Colonel George Adams, deceased, arrived in 
the city today by appointment to meet Pres- 
ident Waddell and members of the finance 
committee of the society to submit his bond 
for approval.

The new 
treasurer, Mr. Clements, is said to be a 
prudent and successful business man and 
will make a safe and faithful official for 
the society.

CROOMS WAS LYNCHED. 


Albany Rejoices That the Desperado Was 
Caught and Hanged. 

Albany, Ga.. February 28.—(Special.)—It 
is now pretty certain that John Crooms, 
the famous negro murderer of Worth coun- 
ty. has ended his career at the end of a 
hempen rope in the hands of an infuriated 
Florida mob. About three years ago 
Crooms committed an assault upoDd another 
negro in Worth county and when Bailiff 
Hamlin went to arrest him he deliberately 
shot the bailiff down, killing him instantly. 
The whole county then turned out to hunt 
Crooms, who, after a long search and bloody 
resistense, in which several men weve 
wounded, wails finally captured and brought 
to trial and sentenced to be hung. AD ap- 
peal and other pretenses stayed the exe- 
cution of the sentence but the supreme 
court finally delivered its ultimatum, fix- 
ing the Sth of last January as the day on 
which he should pay the extreme penalty 
of the Jaw for the murder of Bailiff Hamlin. 
Crooms spent the first period of his incar- 
ceration in Bibb county jail, but finally was 
brought to Albany where he was being con-

( be hung. Crooms effected 
his escape by evading the jailer one night 
when the prisoners were being locked in 
their cells, and, after being left access to the 
corridor, had but little trouble in getting 
away. His escape was a source of great 
annoyance to Sheriff Edwards and that 
gentleman offered $300 reward for his cap- 
ture, and spent quite a sum of money other-

He 
immediately wrote to the authorities ask- 
ing for a minute description of the negro 
and was rewarded today by receiving an 
exact description and photograph of the 
lynched negro, which tallied exactly with 
John Crooms. The photograph was an ex- 
cellent one and showed Crooms as he was 
left suspended by the mob to the limb of a 
tall tree in a beautiful Florida forest. Un- 
der a magnifying glass’ the photograph 
showed a scar on the lip and forehead of 
the victim identical with the scar possessed 
by John Crooms. The prisoners in jail who 
were associated with Crooms for 
months and months unhesitatingly 
pronounced the photograph that of Crooms 
and Deputy Sheriff Goodwin, the jailer is 
absolutely certain that it is. 

Crooms was lynched for the murder of 
a night watchman at one of the railroad 
yards in Plant City. The watchman saw 
Crooms in the yard and asked him where he 
was from. Crooms answered, “I have just 
got here.” ‘“‘Where are you going?” again 
asked the watchman which the desperado 
answered by raising a Winchester and 
shooting the watchman dead. A feeling of 
intense gratification is felt over the news 
of the desperado’s death.

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Death of a Man Prominent in the History 
of Georgia. 


HE DIED AT MILLEDGEVILLE YESTERDAY. 


The Story of His Career—Offices of Trust 
W hich He Held—How His Neigh- 
bors Esteemed Him. 


Milledgeville, -Ga., February 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Captain John Jones, for a number 
of years treasurer of the state and a prom- 
inent figure during the days of Georgia 
crucia] sorrows, died at his home in this 
city this morning at 5 o'clock. Captain 
Jones had been in feeble health for a num- 
ber of years and his death this morning 
was the result of a completely worn out 
physical frame. 

He was seventy-eight years of age and 
a good deal of that time was spent in the 
service of the state. During the Mexican 
war he was a gallant member of the Geor- 
gia company and won distinction for his 
military bearing during that struggle. 
During Governor Brown’s administration 
he was appointed assistant keeper of the 
penitentiary and on the death of Tears 
he was appointed to the position of state 
treasurer. When Shermay’s army passed 
through Milledgeville he took the funds 
of the state off inig wagon and kept them 
until it was safe to bring them back. 

Probably the most distinguished feature 
of his career was his refusal to surrender 
the treasury to the military governor ap- 
pointed in the place of Governor Jenkins. 
It is said that he carried the treasury to 
New York and deposited it there until 
Governor Smith was elected several years 
later. At the same time Governor Jenk- 
ins had the seal of the state and that also 
was kept until Smith’s election. The first 
democratic legislature -awarded Jenkins a 
gold seal for his fidelity to the state and 
Jones ever afterwards bore the name of 
“Honest Jack.” 

During his administration of the treas- 
ury under Smith there’ were some dis- 
crepencies in Captain Jones’s books which 
indicated a shortage in his accounts. 
These discrepencies probably occurred 
through carelessness in signing bonds. 
At any rate Captain Jones was a man 
noted for his strict sense of honor and 
was always true to the interests of Geor- 
gia. While financial trouble bore heavily 
upon him in his declining days, he carried 
his superb integrity to the end, and n6t 
one man in a thousand who knew him 


believed that he ever spent a dollar not.

A FALLEN PRINCE, 


Of All Good Fellows in New Orleans, George 
#F. Kootes Was the Best. 


New Orleans, February 28.—George F. 
Rootes, well known in every large my Pe « 
the country as a rare good fellow, a high 
roller of the first water and a man who 
spent his coin with a lavish hand, is no 
longer connected in the capacity of manager 
with the big coal firm of W. H. Brown & 
Sons. The firm is one of the largest coal 
handlers in the country, and has its branches 
in Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Louisville, Mem- 
phis, Vicksburg, Natchez and New Orleans. 
Mr. Rootes has for fifteen years held the 
position of manager of the local branch, 
and has been regarded as a very shrewd 
operator and a thoroughly reliable business 
man. He counted his friends by the score 
and was very popular with the coal men and 
those interested in  steamboating. He 
spent money eyerywhere in town, and was 
looked upon as a prince of good fellows. 

‘Ten days ago Mr. Samnel 8. Brown, a 
member of the firm arrived in the city and 
on the following day Mr. Rootes was re- 
lieved of his duties in his office. The same 
day Mr. John B. Scraggs, who was in 
charge of the Natchez branch, arrived in 
the city and was given charge of the bus- 
iness of the office. Mr. Rootes disappeared 
and this fact coupled with the change of 
officers caused serious reports to be circu- 
lated affecting his honesty. No one wouid 
say anything of the matter. Scraggs kept 
his head closed with clam-like persistency 
and Mr. Brown left the city suddenly. He 


‘declined to say aught about the case, but 


intimated that the whole business was in 
a dreadful muddle and time only, would 
serve to etraighten things out. It soon 
became common talk that Rootes was a 
defaulter and that his shortage would reach 
the large amount of $65,000. Nothing defi- 
nite can be learned here as to the actual 
amount of the defalcation, but from re- 
liable sources it was learned that the sum 
stated was about the apparent deficiency 
from the examination made of the books up 
to the present time. 

Meanwhile Rootes had managed to kee 
himself out of the way of reporters an 
it was not until tonight that it was learned 
that he was in hiding on a street in the 
central part of the city. Rootes cannot be 
located exactly, but from a gentleman who 
knows of his whereabouts, but will not 
divulge the secret, it has been ascertained 
that he lies at the point of death. 

The discovery of his wrong-doing, the 
loss of his position and the mental anguish 
consequent upon the possibility of exposure 
have completely wrecked his nervous sys- 
tem. He was asked by his friends whether 
hé would make any statement concerning 
his shortage, but firmly declined to discuss 
the matter, saying that he trusted to the 
past friendship of his employefs to keep the 
matter a secret.

The Stature of Men. 


From The New Orleans Times-D-mocrat. 

A Freneh statistician has been studying the 
average heights of men at differ:mt periods 
of the world’s history and has reached some 
alarming conclusions. ‘The recorded facts 
extend over nearly three centuries. It is 
found that in 1610 the average height of man 
in Europe was 1.75 meters, or say five feet 
nine inches. In 1790 it was five feet six 
inches. In 1820 it was five feet five inches 
and a fraction. At the present time it is five 
feet three aud a quarter inches. It is easy to 
deduce from these figures a rate.of regular 
and gradual decline in human stature, and then 
apply this, working backward and forward 
to the past and to the future. By this cal- 
culation it is determined that the stature of 
the first men attained the surprising average 
of sixteen feet nine inches. The race had 
already deterioated jn the days of Og, and Go- 
lish was a quite degenerate offspring of the 
giants, coming down to later times we find that 
at the beginning of our era the average height 
of man was nine feet, and in the time of 
Charlemagne it was eight feet eight inches. 

But the most astonishing result of fhis man’s 
study comes from the application of the same 
law of diminution. It is conclusively shown 
that in 4000 A. D. the height of the average 
man will be but fifteen inches. And in a few 
thousand years more the end of the world will 
come, for men will get so short that there 
will be nothing left of them. This is altogeth- 
er the most comfortable solution of the end- 
of-the-world problem that has been presented. 
It will be so much more pleasant for the com- 
ing man to diminish out of existence than to be 
burned off the earth.

Miss Julia Force is now in jail, but there 
is one lady in Atlanta who thinks that she 
should not be there. 

That lady is Mrs. Rosa Wright, who re- 
sides in a cosy home at 106 Trinity ave- 
nue, a lady who was raised with Miss 
Force, and who is today one of the warm- 
est admirers and lovers of the lady Whose 
unfortunate troubles have brought her so 
prominently before the public. 

Mrs. Wright is a lady of rare intelligence 
and is one of the most entertaining conver- 
sationalists one meets in a life time. She 
has a most wonderful tnemory, and with- , 
out a pause for thought recalls events of 
years gone by. Her face indicates benevo- 
lence as well as intelligence, and through- 


out a conversation a Constitation reporter } 


had with her last evening she never once 

neglected the care of her friend while tell- 

ing of things and events most interesting. 
That Statement Referred To. 


It was from Mrs. Wright that the state- 
ment written by Miss Force was 
obtained by Chief Connolly. Not 
many hours after the lady prisuner was 
given a chair in the office of chief of police, 
she informed him that Mrs. Wright, one of 
her most intimate friends, had been made 
the custodian of a statement she had writ- 
ten touching the work she had subsequently 
wrought. Miss Force told at the same time 
where the home of Mrs. Wright was, and as 
it was only a block or two away from the 
station house, only a few minutes were 


necessary to secure the paper. 

To get the story the chief of police had 
to call upon the physician and warm friend 
of the ladies. Nearly a month ago Miss 
Force called to see her friend Miss Wright, 
carrying in one hand a small package. It 
was much the same in appearance as the 
bundles stenogtaphic students carry around 
with them. The two ladies sat for quite a 
while talking of things generally. The days 
of happiness n the past, familur to both 
were talked of, and the more recent events 
were brought out during the conversation. 
Then, as the talk began to drag, Miss Force 
passed the package over to Mrs. Wright, 
saying: 

“Rosa, here is something I want you to 
keep for me, and when the right time 
comes, you can turn it over to the proper 
parties.”

The Day on the Fioor of the New York Stock 


Exchange. 
NEW YORK, February 27.—The stock mar- 


ket for the first time in weeks developed today

NEW YORK, February 2%—Though quotations in 
Liverpool were reduced 4d on middling cotton the 
sales showed a slight increase over yesterday, which 
was accepted by conservative merchants as an indi- 
cation of an improvement in the demand from spin- 
ners. Tuesday being market day in Manchester the 
sales in Liverpool should fall w those of Monday, 
as the Manchester spinners are busy in their own mar- 
ket. Today they are larger than they were yesterday. 
After the luncheon hour in Liverpool rumors became 
current there of a masters’ meeting in Manchester 
this afternoon, of a vote by the operatives on Friday 
and seven mills were reported as working on the mas- 
ters’s terms. Arrivals quickly recovered the decline 
of 4-614 made this morning, advancing 6-64d, though 
closing steady at a shade better than on yesterday. If 
the operatives have an opportunity to vote on the 
question of resuming work they will unfoubtedly ac- 
cept the masters’ terms simply from sheer exhaustion 
and demands of their families for bread. Our market 
opened steady at 5@6 points decline, becoming strong 
and advancing quickly from the opening price of 8.6@ 
&9% for May to 9.12, At this point the market hesi- 
tated on rumors from Washington ‘that Mr. Hatch 
would succeed in his effort to pass the anti-option bill 
today, and realizing sales brought the market back to 
9.03 for May, The settlement of the strike and of Mr. 
Hatch are the two factors which will cause an advance 
in cotton, as the decrease in the India movement will 
create a radical change in the visible supply. It goes 
without saying that a large business must be waiting 
the settlement of the labor troubles in Manchester, 
as manufacturers are waiting in the expectation that 
such a settlement will bring about a decline in yarns. 
Later advices were received from Washington indi- 
cating the anti-option bill would not ba passed this 
session, and the marxet immediately became steadier, 
advancing to the best prices of the day, At the close 
of business the market showed a firm undertone with 
the situation depending upon the strike in Lancashire. 
It is evident that the necessities of the operatives will 
bring about s resumption of work whenever the mills 
are opened and an opportunity given to the non-union- 
ists. The advance today has been such a sharp one 
that the trade does net feel confident of a response 
from Liverpoo) sufficient to maintain the advance made 
at the close of business, but with any encouraging 
advices from Lancashire a further advance is probable.

Hon. Thomas A. Poole, a brother of Judge 
Adam Poole, and a newly elected member of 
the Florida tegislature, met with a sudden 
death in this city yesterday morning. 

He had been in the city for several days, 
having come to Atlanta iast Seturday morning. 
The object of his visit was purely social, as 
a large number of his relatives reside here, 
and the greater portion of his own life was 
spent ihn this city. 

When the frightful tragedy occurred Mr. 
Poole was standing in the office of the water- 
works. It was early in the morning and the 
work of the office had just commenced. 

As he stepped imto the office he was ac- 
ae by Mr. Terry with the friendly saluta- 

on: 

“Well, how do you feel this ‘morning, Mr. 
Poole?" 

With a pleasant smile on his face, which 
he always carried about with him, he replied 
in the same agreeable manner, “I am feeling 
all right, with the exception of a pain in my 
back, but I guess that will soon pass away.”’ 

Having made this statement he made a 
motion for a chair, and drawing it up in 
front of the stovc, he ceated himself in a com- 
fortable position. 

The office boy was just cleaning up the 
apartment and“through tke open window a 
whiff of fresh air entered the room and im- 
parted a grateful breath of the outdoor World 
to the sick man. He enjeved the breeze aid 
remarked to Mr. Terry as be was writing 
away at the desk: “Ihe morning air is de- 
lightful.’’ 

t was the worse thing, however, that could 
have happened.,in a iew miawes after he 
was heard to utter the Jast sintement a 
deathly pallor overspread his countenance 
and he was seen to twitch tn his chair. 

Physicians were immediately sent for. and 
the first to respond were Dr. H. 8. Scott, 
who has an office in the immediate neighbor- 
hood, and Dr. Eli Griffin. 

As soon as they arrived the sick man was 
placed on the floor. Every attention was 
given him, but it was evident to the physi- 
clans that his life was ebbing fast. 

Cause of His Death. 


He retained his consciousness, however, to 
the last. Addressing one of the physicians 
who was bending over his he asked: 

“What is the matter with me, doctur. I 
haz: a painful feeling in my chest?’ 

Dr. Griffin placed his ear te the cnrest of 
the dying man. Dr. Scott also made a similar 
examination. They were satisfied from ms 
description of his feelings and from the nature 
of the attack that lds trouble was cangestion 
of the lungs. 

The physicians, however, did not acquaint 
him with the reat cause of his trouble but en- 

vyored to cheer him up in the hope that a 
reaction would speedily be observed. 

Dr. Griffin stated that as soon as he was a 
little better he would take him fo iis own 
home. This seemed to piease the saying man, 
as he had known the doctor trom kis boy- 
hood, and many a time had played marbles 
with him under the high on« trevs. 

The relief that was expecied, jowever. 
never came. The pains in te chest increased 
in their intensity, until at Inst the breath of 
the unfortunate man ceased. tte dled with 
the question clinging to his lips: 

“Doctor. what is the matter. 
me no relief?’ 

It was the death of a strong. robust man, 
and as such it was characteristic of such na- 
tures, east in the mold of a stalwart and he. 
roic-econstitution. He clung to Hfe and until 
his last breath went out into the great yoid 
trusting in the vigor of his stroug physique 
and the skill of his physicians. 

Twenty minutes after he entered the office, 
apparently well and in good health, he was a 
corpse. and when he was finally taken from 
the office the minute hand was on its way to 
10 o'clock.

They Took a Walk. 


“Qn last Thursday nichtaRedwine said 
to me: ‘Hurace, 1 want to take a walk.’ I 
took him out, going through the streets of 
the city between 9 and 10 o'clock at night. 
We walked out as far'as West Bnd, and 
Redwine seemed to enjoy it. Black was 
with us. Coming back Redwine said he 
wanted to go to another place. He said he 
was afraid to gtay at one place too long at 
a time for fear he would be found, I 
ngreed to it and Black said he knew of a 
good place that was all right and where he 
would be safe, and we went there, It was 
Oakes’s boarding house, and that move 
caused him to be found. I would have 
turned Retdwins over to’ the officers in less 
than four hours if Wimbish hadn’t got him 
as he did. ; 

‘“l have done nothing wrong. On the 
morning Redwine was caught I talked 
with three attorneys, and they told me I 
waS violating no law to hold Redwine.

at least during thie dull period. 

Yesterday the representatives of the lead- 
ing lines in Georgia appeared before the 
commission and presented their appeal. 
Among those present were: H. M. Comer, 
president and receiver of the Central sys- 
tem; General Manager Tyler and Traffic 
Manager Lutz, of the Atlanta and West 
Point; General Manager Green, of the Geor- 
gia, and A. G. Jackson, of the same com- 
pany; Traffic Manager Shellman, of the 
Central Traffic Manager Fitzgerald, of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia; C. 
BK. Harman, general freight agent of the 
Western and Atlantic and Joseph E. Brown, 
Jr., traffic manager of the same company, 
and Traffic Manager Haas, of the Richmond 
and Danville. - 

Mr. Comer presented the petition and 
stated why it was made, He spoke for 
two hours. He gave abundant statistics 
to show that rates have gradually been 
forced down by the commission on the dif- 
ferent classes of traffic from 15 to 60 per 
cent. The average seemed to be about 35 
per cent. 

The railroads have had some good traffic 
years and some that have been very bad. 
The reductions were made mostly when bus- 
iness was brisk and the roads seemed to 
be able to stand them, Managers had warned 
the commission that a dull period would come 
and the roads would be ruined unless relief 
came. The past year saw disaster overtake 
line after line. Is it the purpose of the 
state to force railroads to carry on busi- 
ness and lose money year after year? Why 
are not railroad owners to have the same 
consideration shown other investors? Some- 
body has to have _ eapital invested 
in transportation companies. Those who 
are so unfortunate appeal to the com- 
mission to grant an increase of rates so 
that the companies might have a margin of 
profit. They do not ask for anything un- 
reasonable, but simply for such an advance 
as will enable the roads to show enough net 
earnings to pay their tixed charges, and a 
fair rate of interest to the real owners of 
the properties. 

Not a road in the state is doing this, said 
Mr. Comer. He proceeded to show by sta- 
tistics that while the traffic of his system 
has grown and the. gross earnings have 
grown in proportion, the net earffings have 
not increased, but on the contrary have de- 
creased. This is due to the fact that the 
rates have been cut down.

These show- 
ed great discrepancies, amounting to fcur 
tons on cars sometimes: Mr. «+. ‘ 
Lewis, representing Mr. Hoyle, stated that 
-the East Tennessee had paid his firm $722 
on one occasion and $500 on ano for 
excess which had been charged. 

A question arose as to how these great 
differences in the weights. occur. Mr. 
Alex King, counsel for the Atlanta and 
West Point. stated that green coal, that 
is coal freshly mined, loses in weight after 
being exposed. It comes from the mines 
often dripping and as the water dries out 
the weight, of course, decreases. Mr. 
Fitzgerald stated that his company huys 
nearly .000 tons of coal a year for its 
own use, and is perfectly satisfied that it 
is not swindled by the miners. His com- 
pony is a heavy hauler of coal, handling 

000 tons a year. The company gives 
low rates because of the great quantities 
hauled. To weigh all this coal would be 
a pevetenl impossibility . 

. Lutz stated that he once made an 
experiment with several cars of coal. He 
went to the mines and saw them loaded 
and weighed. He follewed them to the 
destination, and saw them weighed there. 
They lost from 900 to 1,700 pounds per car. 
This loss he attributed largely to evapor- 
ation of the moisture. 

Captain Haskell stated that he had 
bought thousands of tons and had the ears 
inspected at the mines by a welgher em- 
ployed by himself. Differences in weight 
occurred and it was not due to Btealing. 

Mr. Dickey, of the Western and Atlan- 
tic, said that it would be expefisive to the 
roads and delay traffic to compel them to 
weigh the coal as it comes in. He suggest- 
ed that the dealers might erect their own 
scales of they ase dissatisfied with the 
weight. The railroads are not responsible 
for the discrepancies.

Mr. Comer was asked what he consider- 
ed a fair rate of interest for the roads to 
earn. He thought that it should be 7 per 
cent on the capital invested. As a matter 
of fact, they have not come anywhere near 
it. 

Instances of reductions in rates were 
given, among them being cotton, which in 
1879 paid cents per 100 ponds for 100 
miles aud in 1892 paid only 26 cents. In 
the former year bacon paid 30 cents a hun- 
derd pounds and in 1892 it paid only 21 
cents for the same distance. Flour was re- 
duced per barrel for 100 miles from 55 cents 
to 23 cents. Fertilizers were reduced per ton 
for carload lots, from $3 to $1.98. Merchan- 
dise came down from 85 cents per hun- 
dred to 53 cents for a hundred miles. The 
freight on ties was reduced from 30 cents 
to 17. cents per hundred pounds. On coal 
there has been a reduction of 18 per cent.
